PILOTLESS PLANE 
REACHES SPEED 
OF 900 MPI 


Small British Craft Re- 
leased by Bomber Over 
Sea in Supersonic Vel. 
ocity Test. 


PADSTOW, England, Oct. 8 
(AP)—A small, pilotless rdcket 
a British 
bomber high above the Atlantic, 
attained a speed estimated at 900 
‘miles an hour today in an experi- 
ment to determine the effects of 
flight faster than sound. 


The plane was the first of a 

group to be used by the Supply 
Ministry in experiments with su- 
personic speed, 
The experiments were expected 
to produce valuable data about 
performances of ultra high-speed 
aircraft as they approached and 
surpassed the speed of sound, 
which varies from about 660 miles 
an hour at sea level to 760 miles 
an hour at 30,000 feet. 

The robot today was cut loose 
nearly seven miles above earth, at 
37,000 feet, at a point 14 miles 
west of the Scilly islands. It was 
adjusted to Give into the sea after 
about 20 milgs. 

One phase of the experiment 
was to test air resistances at ex- 
treme speeds, which causes lack 
of stability and leads to slack 
and inefficient control in conven- 
tional planes. 

The experimental plane was 
made of polished mahogany. It-

Charges America Uses Pressure to Make 
Slav States in U.N. Agree to 
Compromise Plan. 


LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y., Oct. 8 
(AP)—Russia’s Andrei Y. Vishin- 
sky charged late today that the 
United States was presenting an 


“ultimatum” to Bulgaria, Albania 
and Yugoslavia in the Balkans 
quarrel with Greece. He accused 
the United States of “cowardice” 
in this respect. 

Gesticulating and shouting, 
Vishinsky took the floor in the 
United Nations Assembly’s poli- 
tical committee after. Herschel V. 
Johnson, United States delegate, 
had agreed to take a French 
compromise in the Balkans case 
if Bulgaria, Albania and Yugo- 
slavia would accept a U.N. watch 
commission in the Balkans. 

“It is a horse-trade,” Vishinsky 
said. “I cannot agree that it is 
a compromise ... Now it is not a 
proposal for a compromise, Now 
it is a demand, an ultimatum.” 

Addressing Johnson directly, 
Vishinsky said:

WASHINGTON, Oct. 8 (AP)— 
The Citizens Food Committee for- 
mally reqyests the nation’s dis- 
tillers today to close down for 60 
days to save 10,000,000 bushels of 
grain. Industry members indicat- 


ed the reply at a late afternoon 
conference would be a somewhat 
reluctant “yes.” ‘ 

This would be the third major 
step in President Truman’s cam- 
paign for a voluntary saving of 
100,000,000 bushels of grain to feed 
hungry western Europe. 

Already the principal grain ex- 
changes have increased their mar- 
gin, or down payment, require- 
ment on grain deals for future 
delivery and yesterday a program 
of self-denial of meat, poultry and 
eggs was started. 

Farm Groups Aid Drive. 

Leaders of three major farm or- 
ganizations today pledged “100 per 
cent co-operation” in the drive. 
The pledge was extended to Tru- 
man by Albert S. Goss, master of 
the National Grange; Edward A. 
O’Neal, president of the American 
Farm Bureau Federation, and 
Quentin Reynolds, president of 
the National Council of Farmer 
Co-operatives.

Fry until browned, Pare 
and slice potatoes and apples and 
arrange in baking dish with sau- 
sage and fat.

Cover, 
and bake in a moderately hot 
oven (375 degrees Fahrenheit) un- 
til the apples and sweet potatoes 
are tender (about 45 minutes). 
Serves four to five.”

CENTRALIA BLAST 
OF ROCK DUSTING 


U.S. ‘Inspector Cites 5 
Lessons to Be Learned 
From Illinois Mine Dis- 
aster. 


By a Special Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 8—The Cen- 
tralia mine disaster in which 111 
men were killed last March 25 has 
resulted in the most concerted 
rock-dusting effort ever made by 
the coal-mining industry, Federal 
Mine Inspector M. J. Ankeny 
yesterday told the National Safety 
Congress. 


Spraying of rock dust is‘a safety 
measure required by Llinois law. 
When blown into the air by an 
explosion, the dust forms a cur- 
tain tending to localize and 
smother the blast. 


As disclosed by the Post-Dispatch, 
the Centralia Coal Co. had 
shrugged off repeated warnings of 
hazardous conditions in its Mine 
No. 5. After the disaster the com- 
pany pleaded no contest to 
charges of failing to comply with 
rock-dusting and ventilation regu- 
lations and was fined $1000. . 


Ankeny, a member of the fed- 
eral inspectiqn team which made 
a study of conditions at Centralia, 
cited five lessons to be learned 
from the disaster. These he listed 
as follows: 

1. Even non-gaseous mines are 
not immune from widespread ex- 
plosions unless dry and dusty 
condition are corrected. 

2. Contrary to former practice, 
dry and dusty conditions must be 
regarded as “imminently danger- 
ous,” calling for withdrawal of 
miners until corrective measures 
are taken. 

3. Partial rock-dusting leads to 
“a false sense of security.” 

4. Permissible (federally ap- 
proved) explosives are dangerous 
when fired in a non-permissible 
manner, and maximum safety can 
be obtained by blasting only when 
all workers except shot-firers are 
out of the mine. 

5. Evidence indicated that 44 of 
the Centralia miners could have 
saved themselves had they known 
the principles of erecting barri- 
cades after an explosion.

Inspectors Accused of 
‘Favoritism’— Bredeck

The Sanitary Milk Producers, in 
a report to the St. Louis Dairy 
Council, made public today, de- 
manded the firing of three Health 
Department field inspectors, 
charging they have “proven them- 
selves incompetent in selling the 
Health Department program to 
the producers they inspect.” 

The inspectors the milk pro- 
ducers’ organization asked to be 
discharged are Harry Stone of 
Sullivan, Mo., Pal! Potter of Leb- 
anon, III., and Wilmer F. West, 
Greenville, III. Stone and Potter 
are still employed as inspectors, 
but West resigned voluntarily 
yesterday to enter medical school. 

In its report, submitted to the 
council last January, the produc- 
ers contended Stone did not have 
the confidence of the producers in 
his area. Potter, the report said, 
‘lacked tact” in his dealings with 
farmers, removed farms from the 
approved list when the operators 
were not at home, and engaged in 
“favoritism” with other producers, 
West also “lacked tact,” and was 
inconsistent in his demands on

Louis than ever before, the or- 
ganization reported that nearly 
$2,000,000 in milk was supplied to 
the city from sources outside of 
this milkshed during the previous 
year, “money which should go to 
producers of this area if they can 
be encouraged to meet the needs 
of the city.” 

Cause for Trouble Cited. 
Much of the difficulty, the report 
continued, arises from ‘confusion 
among the producers over Health 
Department requirements for con- 
struction and location of farm 
buildings. Requirements for new 
or remodeled milking barns and 
other farm structures should be 
clarified, and the requirements for 
existing buildings should not be 
altered during the normal life of 
such structures, it was said. 

Present producers, it was added, 
should not be required to replace 
existing barns until after the nor- 
mal depreciation on them has 
been expended.

In Food-Conservation Program 


President in Radio Address Cites ‘Invaluable 
Contribution’ Their ‘Whole-Hearted 
Support’ Will Make. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 8 (AP)— 
President Truman said today that 
American women can make “an 
invaluable contribution” to the 
welfare of the nation and the 
world by giving wholehearted 
support to our food-saving pro- 
gram.” 

In a nation-wide radio address 
in connection with Democratic 
Women’s day, the President said 
also that women have a “great 
opportunity“ make their “whole- 
some influence increasingly effec- 
tive” in building a better world 
“by the full use of your power at 
the ballot box.” 


Truman said the responsibility 
for the success of the food-saving 
program “rests very largely with 
the American housewife.” 

“She is an indispensable fighter 
in our war against hunger,” he 
went on. “The American house- 
wife has never failed her country 
when she has been called upon to 
sacrifice in its interest. I know 
that she will not fail in the great 
taskenow before us.” 


If the women of America, he 
continued, “exert the tremendous 
moral force for good which they 
possess, we shall make greater 
and more lasting progress in over- 
coming the other difficulties that 
concern us and the world.”

A municipal deficit of about 
$90,000 for East St. Louis at the 
end of the current fiscal year 
next Dec. 31 was predicted yester- 
day by Finance Commissioner 
Joseph W. Ganschinietz. He said 
tax anticipation warrants, on 
which the city pays interest of 
four per cent, will be issued to 
provide operating funds.

court shall be suspended from the 
approved police lists.” 

Last May 29 a $2500 bond for- 
feiture was ordered against Mor- 
ris in circuit court here in the 
case of William Harry Buecke- 
man, charged with burglary and 
larceny. Morris's sworn report to 
the police, dated June 3, said 
“None” in response to the ques- 
tion, “State the number and the 
full amount of all bonds upon 
which you are surety which have 
been declared forfeited in any 
court since your last report, but 
which have not been reduced to 
judgment.” 

“None” also was the answer on 
each similar monthly statement 
until last Friday, Oct. 3, by which 
time the Post-Dispatch investiga- 
tion had become known to court 
personnel and bondsmen.

One for $1500 on Neal Ogilvy, 
charged with embezzlement by 
agent, declared Jan. 4, 1946, and 
set aside March 16, 1946, when 
Ogilvy was surrendered in court 
by Morris. 

One for $2500 on Louis Wil- 
liams, charged with burglary 
and larceny, declared Sept. 21, 
1945, and set aside Aug. 16, 1946, 
on surrender of the defendant 
in court.

Adop- 
tion would mean “the emphasis 
can gradually shift away from the 
meatless day program,” Krey as- 
serted, | 

The Meat Institute plan is based 
on the assumption that the present 
wheat crop is large enough to 
satisfy the needs of both Europe 
and the United States, provided 
that wheat is not diverted to feed 
livestock in this country. 

Unless steps are taken, Krey 
warned, wheat will be used for 
feed, because of its relatively low 
price, compared to that of corn, 
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“We can prevent farmers from 
feeding wheat only by a program 
of education,” he continued. “The 
educational program we suggest 
could accomplish not only a sav- 
ing of wheat, but will be a great 
step forward in achieving efficien- 
cy on the farms.” 

In essence, the program calls 
far persuading farmers to feed 
hay and protein by-product feeds 
instead of wheat, and to make 
maximum use of the corn that is 
available. It also entails cutting 
the weights of market animals— 
that is, selling animals before 
they are fully “finished.” 

 Krey said hay supplies are 
ample, as are the protein feeds, 
but feed concentrate supplies are 
16 million tons short. The Meat 
Institute program, he declared, 
might save as much as 34 million 
tons of feed concentrates. It calls 
for better management of dairy 
herds, measures to control rats 
and grain wéevil and reduction of 


pig deaths from cholera, as well 


as other steps to promote farm 
efficiency, 

The President's program, he 
asserted, will not make any dif- 
ference in the feed situation for 
six months or a year, “because the 
farmers already have their ani- 
mals and must feed them some- 
thing.

“He said inside, ‘I have changed 
my mind, I am going to kill you.

Picked Up Pistol. 

“He started toward me. He 
reached for something, repeating 
he was going to kill me. I looked 
around and spied the pistol in the 
drawer. I picked up the gun. He 
started to get up from the bunk. 
I said, ‘Jack, let me out of this 
room.“ 

At this point, Presiding Judge 
Cristobal More ordered the pistol 
brought in. He asked if she 
wished to re-enact the shooting.

30 years’ imprisonment, She 
had been confined in woman’s 
prison since April 13 when Mee 
died, five days after she shot him 
through the neck. 

Mee’s friend, Charles Jackson of 
River Forest, III., has been ac- 
cused of concealing facts about 
the shooting. The public prose- 
cutor asked that Jackson be ac- 
quitted but a private prosecutor 
hired by the Mee family recom- 
mended he be sentenced to three 
years in prison.

Notre Dame Ranked No. 1 in First Football Poll of the Season 


Michigan: Is 
Second, With 
IIIIini No. 6 


NEW YORK, Oct. 8 (AP) — 
Notre Dame, overwhelming victor 
in its only start to date, was se- 
lected by a cross-section of the na- 
tion’s sports writers today as the 
No. 1 college football team in the 
country, a position the Irish also 
enjoyed at the end of the 1946 
campaign. 

Among the 103 football writers 
who voted in the first Associated 
Press poll of the 1947 season, 52 
of them placed Coach Frank 
Leahys South Bend crew first on 
their ballots and 24 others ranked 
it second. 

Although the writers had only 
the 40-6 triumph over Pitt on 
which to base their appraisal of 
the 1947 Notre Dame team, they 
obviously took into account the 
pre-season reports that Leahy’s 
material at least matches that 
which carried the Irish through 
1946 without defeat. 

Notre Dame was listed on 102 
of the 103 ballots and was no lower 
than the sixth slot on any of them,

sixth in the final pool last season, 
drew 29 first-place votes and 46 for 
second place.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 8 (UP)— 
President Truman today accept- 


ed the diplomatic cyedentials of 
Rustem Vambery, new Hungarian 
Minister to the United States, and 
M. A. H. Ispahani, Pakistan's 
first ambassador to this Govern- 
ment. 

Truman's remarks to the two 
new enyeys and their letters to 
him requesting diplomatic recog- 
Mition by this Government were 
released by State Department fol- 
lowing their first visits to the 
White House. ' 

To Vambery, Truman said the 
United States desires to assist the 
Hungarian people in achieving 
“free exercise of fundamental 
freedoms” that have been denied 
them in recent yars. 

Truman did not refer directly to 
the Communist inspired coup 
d’etat in Hungary which resulted 
in the resignation of former Hun- 


garian Minister Aladar Szegedy- 
Maszak. In June, the © en 
had described the coup an out- 
rage. 

Vamberry told the President he 
regretted the fact that “recent in- 
ternational events have somewhat 
impaired the relations” between 
the United States and Hungary. 
He said he could not claim that 
after so many years of “disas- 
trous rule“ Hungay has been 
turned into an ideal democracy 
overnight.” : 

“What we need is the patience 
of the great powers and the spir- 
itual support which the United 
Nations can offer, if and when 
Hungary will become one of fs 
members,” Vambery said.

Civil lib- 
erties were curtailed in many 
parts of eastern Europe and anti- 
labor measures were common,

dissatisfaction with conditions as 
they existed—and many people 
turned eagerly to Communists, 
who claimed a monopoly on re- 
form. . | 

Communist social and economic 
programs inevitably made con- 
verts in areas where poverty and 
hunger were normal. ~*~. 

In more enlightened countries 
like Finland and Czechoslovakia 
the proximity of Russia has helped 
local Communist parties. Many 
people voted Communist partly to 
placate their big eastern neighbor. 
The Czechs were also motivated 
by gratitude for the Soviet Army, 
which helped liberate their coun- 
try, and by admiration for the 
Communist partisans, who spear- 
headed resistance against the 
Nazis. . 

Everywhere, militant slogans 
and singleness of purpose have ap- 
pealed to war-toughened youths 
who felt let down by the divided 
and uncertain tactics of the demo- 
cratic opposition. 

Thanks to all these factors, the 
Communists got off to a flying 
start in the early months after the 
war. Backed by the advancing 
Soviet armies, their well organized 
partisan groups demanded and ob- 
tained more power than their pop- 
ular following warnanted. 
Where the opposition was not 
crushed it was often too confused, 
frightened or in some cases dis- 
credited to offer effective resist- 
ance. 

Divided Opposition Helps. 

Frequently, Communists have 
profited from a divided opposition. 
In Poland, Stanislaw Mikolajczyk 
refused to heed appeals of Polish 
Socialists to join- the coalition 
government, where together they 
would have outnumbered the 
Communists. In Hungary the op- 
position was so splintered that 
Communists emerged from last 
month’s election as the strongest 
party, though they polled only a 
fifth of the total vote. 

To the extent that free insti- 
tutions have survived in eastern 
Europe, opposition groups still 
represent an obstacle to Commu- 
nist domination. United, they 
could even be a challenge.

LONDON, Oct. 8 (AP)—Sir Staf- 
ford Cripps said today that Britain 
would “be driven” to slash deeper 
on dollar expenditure unless new 
dollar aid for Britain and the rest 
of Europe came “within the quite 
near future.” Cripps met report- 
ers for the first time since his ap- 
pointment to the new post of Min- 
ister for Economic Affairs. 

He said more cutting of expen- 
ditures would start a process which 
“unless rapidly arrested, would 
lead on to a gradual economic 
strangulation.” 

“We have already begun to dip 
into our reserve of gold and dol- 
lars—a reserve which is none too 
big and which serves the whole 
sterling area,” he pointed out. He

Freight Car Shortage 


Hunger in Europe and wheat unmoved along 
Kansas railroad sidings point an indicting finger 


at the failure of the domestic freight-car build- 


ing program. 

Last February, the ODT worked out a volun- 
tary plan under which 10,000 cars were to be de- 
livered every month starting with September, 
and 7000 nionthly starting with June. Indica- 
tions are that not even the latter figure may be 


reached in any month of 1947. Actual deliveries, 


month by month, were: April, 4123; May, 3929; 
June, 5527; July, 5879 and August, 5963. The 
September figure is nof yet at hand. 

As in the case of so many other failures, 
everybody concerned gives an almost convincing 
Imitation of blamelessness. 


The 30 steel companies which had pledged . 


themselves to deliver assigned tonnages assert 
that the quotas were filled. Indeed, they cite 
figures showing that deliveries actually were in 
excess of commitments.’ 

The -railroad shops, admitting that some of 
the steel was diverted to locomotive parts, assert 
that they nevertheless built their share of the 
freight cars. And they did; the trouble is that 
their share is only a small part of the total. 

As for the big commercial car builders, they 


blame the steel companies for their lack of full 


performance. They do not deny the tonnage 
figures, but say they did not get the right kind 
of steel at the right time. Speaking for them, 
S. M. Felton, president of the American Railway 
Car Institute, said: “If incoming steel is to be 
translated fully into delivered cars 90 days later, 
the supply of steelemust be in perfect balance, 


which it has not been.” 


Turning from this exchange of excuses and 
alibis, it is obvious that a little planning might 
have saved the program and who knows how 
many lives. As a New York Times financial 
writer said, the program was loosely admin- 
istered. The ODT did not set up a staff to 
ordinate it; and while quotas were assigned, the 


car builders were free to buy steel from any 


company they preferred. at was—and is— 
lacking is an integrated schedule bringing sup- 
ply and need into gear. 

Meanwhile freight cars still are being retired 
faster than they are being built, more and more 
wheat is piling up outside clogged elevators and 
the European situation drifts toward a winter 
crisis.

Marshall’s exnlamation of the facts of military 
life is spelled out by George Fielding Eliot. In 
the first place, the National Guard, now author- 
ized to have 680,000 officers and men, never will 
reach, its quota unless it can be combined with 
universal military training, Eliot says. The train- 
ing given, in the National Guard, consisting of 
\48 drills a year and two weeks continuous train- 
ing—with an “enormous” turnayer of trainees—. 
allows little in the way of unit training.” The 
National Guard itself requires long continuous 
unit training such as it can receive only in a 
universal military program.

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A Test for Director Moses 


Thomas Moses, new director of the IIIinois 
Department of Mines and Minerals, knows from 
family experience about death in the coal pits. 
In 1880, when he was 11—the age at which boys 
today are in the fifth grade —he went to work 
in the mines. By the time he was 13 his father, 
a Welsh immigrant, and his older brother had 
been killed in accidents, and he became respon- 
sible not only for his own livelihood, but that 
of his sister and stepmother. ' 

It would seem from this that Gov. Green has 
made good use of his appointing power in filling 
the seat of “Dear Bob” Medill and the interim 
director fellowing the Centralia disaster, Prof. 
Harold L. Walker. It may be that he has. Only 
performance in the department will tell.

Great English country houses, centers of old rural life, rapidly be- 
ing given up by their owners because of high taxes and other diffi- 
culties; all blame usually put on Labor Government, but decline set 
in when American prairie farmers began to supply Britain’s food. 


Gwyn Barker in Collier’s 


Hewell Grange in Worcestershire, one of 
the three former seats of the Earl of Ply- 
mouth, was one of the really great houses 
of England. It had 52 bedrooms and 5500 
acres of parked and landscaped grounds, 


At social functions hundreds of guests, 
brilliant in evening clothes and uniforms 
ablaze with decorations, assembled in the 
great hall, 
escorted to the grange by 
a torchlight procession of 
merry villagers. 


Athough Hewell Grange 
was one of the newest of 
the great houses, it was a 
typical establishment. 
And the fate which has 


/ befallen it is likewise typ- 


ical, in the sense that the 


British have found a use 


for it which is a far cry 
from the purpose for 
which it was built. Dur- 
ing the war the Earl of 
Plymouth turned the 
property over to the British Army, and a 
year or so ago, faced with the problem of 
raising 647,000 pounds to pay the death du- 
ties, or inheritance taxes, on his father’s 
estate of 1,204,000 pounds he sold the big 
house and 300 acres of land to the British 
Government for 38,000 pounds. 


Rural-Minded England 


It is extremely unlikely that Hewell 
Grange will ever again be used as a pri- 
vate dwelling, for the Government has 
transformed it into a detention home for 
juvenile delinquents, called a “Borstal” 
from the Kentish village where the first 
such home was established. 


Many of the great English houses go back 
to the time of Queen Elizabeth and beyond, 
Around them developed the culture and 
civilization of Britain. Although London 
is the world’s largest city and England 
probably possess the greatest proportion of 
urban dwellers of any European. country, 
the English have remained rural-minded. 
For centuries the life of the countfyside 
revolved around the great house; both vil- 
lager and yeoman depended for a liveli- 
hood upon the rich man who owned the 
house. Every Englishman knew his class 
and seldom made any effort to rise above 
it. As all readers of English novels know, 
the village schools taught: “God bless the 
squire and keep us in our proper stations.” 


Old Glories Depart 


No one supposes that England will not 
retain her culture and civilization, but the 
day of the great estate is rapidly vanish- 
ing. Within another generation few if any 
of the huge and often monstrous mansions 
will be maintained as private homes, and 
the system upon which English rural life 
has been based will be at an end. 

It is the avowed intention of the Labor 
Government to break up the big estates. 
As Hugh Dalton, Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, put it in discussing his 1946 budg-

et: “Much land has passed from private to 


public ownership, and it is the declared 
policy of the Labor party that much more 
should so pass, and that the principle of 
public ownership should be progressively 
applied.” 

Some of the great houses have been 
closed because their owners, after paying 
the taxes, haven't enough money left to 


while important visitors were. 


maintain them; others because it is impos- 


sible to assemble a staff of competent serv- . 
ants. Some have been acquired by various 


bureaus of the Government and transformed 
into schools or other public institutions. 
Some have been sold piecemeal, the land 
divided into small farms. 

A few of the great houses and estates 
have been taken over by the National Trust, 
a nonprofit-making organization incorpo- 


rated by act of Parliament to promote the 
preservation of land and buildings of his- 


toric interest or natural beauty “for the 
benefit and access of the people.” By giv- 
ing his home and land to the National 
Trust the owner can become a tenant of 
the trust, occupying a part of the house, 
for any period chosen. He and his heirs 
can enjoy the advantages of living in a 
tax-free house. 


Labor Is Blamed — 


If the owner decides to move out entire- 
ly, the trust will accept as tenants adult 
education schools, rest centers and other 
such public enterprises. In any event the 
trust tries to preserve the house. 


Unfortunately for the owners of the great 
houses, the National Trust cannot accept 
them unless they are accompanied by an 
endowment producing sufficient revenue 
to maintain them. 

England’s Labor Government receives 
most of the blame, or credit, for the fate 
that is rapidly overtaking the country’s 
landed aristocracy. Actually the Govern- 
ment’s policies, if carried out, will simply 
complete a process of disintegration that 
began some 80 years ago. By the begin- 
ning of the eighteenth century, England had 
become the most suctessful farming coun- 
try in the world, with one quarter of the 
population looking to the land for a living. 
It was the golden age of British agricul- 
ture but it didn’t last. 


Enter the American Farmer 


“The greatest single event of the 1870s,” 
wrote G. M. Trevelyan in his Social His- 
tory of England, . . . was the sudden col- 
lapse of English agriculture. The cause 
was the development of the American prai- 
ries as grain lands within reach of the 
English market. The new agricultural ma- 
chinery enabled the farmers of the Middle 
West to skim the/cream off virgin soils of 
unlimited expanses; the new railway sys- 
tem carried the produce to the ports, the 
new steamers bore it across the Atlantic, 
The overthrow of the British landed aris- 
tocracy by the far-distant democracy of 
American farmers was one outcome of this 
change of economic circumstances.” 

Since the early 1880s, except when two 
World Wars threatened the country with 
famine, England’s policy has been to keep 
farming on the verge of bankruptcy, in or- 
der to obtain cheap food and keep indus- 
trial wages down, so that England's import- 
ing industries would have an advantage in 
international competition. 

It seems clear that the next few years 
will see a great many of England’s finest 
homes become national property.

Effect of Restrictions.. 


Another source of doubt con- 
cerns the restrictions that Con- 
gress may or may not put on the 
way the plan is to operate. For 
example, the plan envisages the 
purchase of raw materials in Ar- 
gentina, Brazil and Canada. If 
Congress were to restrict such 
purchases, with American dollars, 
co handicap would be consider- 
able. 


The plan contemplates a con- 
siderable trade between Western 
Europe and Eastern Europe. The 
hope is that the coal of Poland, 
for example, can be exchanged for 
the manufactured products of the 
West even though Poland is a so- 
called satellite of Russia and as 
such was unable to participate in 
the plan. 

Any attempt to prohibit such 
trade, as a consequence of the 
widening split between the two 
great powers, would seriously im- 
pair the operation of the plan. 
The fact is that raw materials 
from the East are essential to any 
lasting European recovery. 

In addition, such a prohibition 
would be regarded as an encroach- 
ment on sovereignty. It would be 
a propaganda weapon that Russia 
would seize on at once. The paral- 
lel with the arbitrary action of 
the Soviet Union in forbidding the 
satellites to participate in the 
Marshall plan would be painfully 
obvious. . l 


Despairing Fear of War. 


To those who must chaperone 
the Marshall plan through Con- 
gress it will be a temptation to 
use the tactic of belaboring Rus- 
sia. This can be counted on to 
gain conservative votes. 
But such tactics serve to keep 
Europe in turmoil and thereby 
diminish the hope of any perma- 
nent recovery. Even the most 
conservative newspapers here re- 
acted against Secretary Marshall's 
speech at the opening of the U.N. 
proposing to by-pass the Russian 
veto. The speech was regarded 
as merely another stratagem in

The new formula proposed by 
j the Department of Agriculture 
would boost price parity for live- 
stock and dairy products and low- 
er it on grains and cotton. It was 
suggested to a joint meeting of 
House and Senate Agriculture 
Committees as part of a long- 
range farm policy of “organized, 
sustained and realistic abun- 
dance.” i 
The department said Congress 
in the future should take steps to 
see to it that people get “what 
they want and need to eat.“ 
Looking to the day when world 
food shortages lessen and the 
American farmer again may be 
threatened by price-depressing sur- 
pluses, the department called for 
a “floor” under food consumption, 
using food stamps or other means, 
if necessary. Such food coupons 
were issued to needy persong in 
depression days, enabling them to 
get food at cut rates, with the 
Government making up the differ- 
ence. 


U.S. LIKELY TO HAVE 
TO BUY EGGS NOT 
USED ON THURSDAYS 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 8 (UP)— 
The Government may Have to buy 
those eggs you don’t eat on egg- 
less Thursdays to keep the price 
of those you do eat from dropping. 

It is against the law of the 
United States for the price of eggs 
to drop more than a fraction from 
the present price, Eggs today are 
barely above the price support 
level. On Sept. 15 the national 
average price received by farm- 
ers was 53 cents a dozen. The 
support pfice, which fluctuates 
with the farmers’ cost of living, 
was 53.3 centa 

When average egg prices fall 
below the support level, the Agri- 
culture Department is required by 
law to step in and buy eggs- to 
keep the price up. The depart- 
ment already owns 1,611, 000, 000 
eggs— dried and frozen—which it 
purchased to support prices in the 
first seven months of 1947. 

The reason for eggless, poultry- 
less Thursday, says the Citizens’ 
Food Committee, is that it will 
save grain needed for hungry 
Europe—grains that otherwise 
would go into feed for chickens. 

Therefore eggless days won't! 
help, unless the farmer reduces 
his egg production by sending 
some of his hens to market. The 
farmer is under no financial pres- 
sure to do that. The Government 
is committed to buy all the surplus 
eggs at the profitable support 
price ‘level.

The screen Boyd was just get- 
ting places with his film career 
when the stage Boyd stepped into 
town, flushed and famous after 
successive hit shows on Broadway. 
He was already a name. The con- 
fusion began immediately. 

“I talked repeatedly to the 
stage Bovd in an effort to come 
to an amicable understanding 
about our names,” Bill Boyd told 
us, but he always ducked the :is- 
sue. Then he became mean about 
it. He teased and taunted me with 
letters and phone calls. On many 
a late night he would come into 
my back yard and yell for me to 
come out and fight. He thought 
we should settle the name busi- 
ness that way.” 

Climax of the two-year brawl 
was anything but beneficial for 
the screen Boyd. He was negotiat- 
ing with United Artists on a con- 
tract that would have made him 
one of the highest-salaried lead- 
ing men in the business. A few 
days before the papers were to be 
signed, the other Boyd became in- 
volved in a scandal that hit front 
pages throughout the land. The 
confusion was so great that, in 
many instances, the papers be- 
lieved the character to be Bill 
(Screen) Boyd. They used his 
picture- generously with the story. 

“When I went over to sign my 
contract,” Bill recalls, the bosses 
said no. They pointed out that 
while it was no fault of mine, the 
Boyd story had ruined any chance 
they had of putting me over as a 
screen hero.”

He 
ruffed another heart with. dum- 
my's last trump, returned to his 
hand with a diamond, cashed his 
remaining top spade, and then 
continued with diamonds, but 
West waited until the third lead 
of diamonds before ruffing, and 
from that point on the dummy 
was dead. Declarer ended up by 
losing one trump trick, one heart 
and two clubs, thus suffering a 
one-trick defeat. | 

A deal of this sort is some- 
thing of an optical illusion. At a 
slam contract, South must, of 
course, try to get out the trumps, 
but at a four-spade contract in 
a rubber bridge game, with ex- 
tra tricks insignificant, the right 
play is the “insurance play.” 
After ruffing the opening heart 
lead, declarer gains the greatest 
possible amount of safety by lead- 
ing and passing a trump! By 
putting in his own 10, he simul 
taneously guards against the pos- 
sibility that either East or West 
may have four trumps. Observe 
that although West takes the first 
trump lead with the jack, he is 
then helpless. If he leads an- 
other heart, dummy ruffs and 
then declarer has no trouble 
drawing trumps and running the 
entire diamond suit; and any 
other return by West is equally 
satisfactory to declarer.

EYNOTE RECORDS, whose activiti@ until recently have been 
K confined to the popular field, are now offering their first 
recordings of art music. Their debut effort is Stravinsky's 
“Dumbarton Oaks” concerto played by a chamber orchestra under 
the direction of Stravinsky him- 
self. The two records in the album 
are of vinylite and the recording 
technique has resulted in faithful 
sonorities, with plenty of reso- 
mance and proper perspective of 
sound. The sound quality, in 
fact, is as good as one will find 

today anywhere. 

The.concerto itself is an exam- 
ple of Stravinsky's objective style 
in which he undertakes to present 
a pattern of sound with no 
expressiveness whatever. Actually 
of course, that is impossible. 
Astringent harmonies, wry melo- 
dies and a pawky use of instru- 
ments makes it all up into 
something like a caricature of 
the concerto grosso form which 
the composer follows in principle. 
Still it has many felicities for the 
listener who will give it more 

‘ STRAVINSKY than superficial consideration. 
The scoring is admirably economical and transparent, rhythmic 
characteristics are stimulating and there is a feeling of freshness 
and lightness about the unexpected melodic turns. In short it really 
is expressive. But it will never be a favorite with the general public. 
Nor should it. 

Keynote has also contributed a superb performance of Vivaldi’s 
Concerto Grosso in D-Minor with the Dumbarton Oaks Chamber 
Orchestra led by Alexander Schneider. The playing is artistically 
deft and emotionally tender and the acoustic properties are unsur- 
passed. This is on a single vinylite record.

ARTUR RUBINSTEIN brings a virtuoso technique to the per- 
formance of the Liszt Piano Concerto in E-Flat in which he is 
joined by the Dallas Symphony Orchestra under Antal Dorati. The 
music reminds one of a hand-carved Victorian what-not. The record- 
ing is good and Mr. Dorati’s direction is lively and perspicacious, 
(RCA-Victor, two records.) 

Rubinstein is also the performing artist in a RCA-Victor album 
of piano music of Schumann Brahms and Liszt. He plays Schumann's
